Democrats pursuing 
blue wave in Florida 


Party, other organizations target millennial voters

The sweeping victories won by 
Democrats in Virginia this month 
were spearheaded by a spike in 
turnout among one group in par- 
ticular — millennials. 

Now, local and national politi- 
cal organizations have targeted 
Florida as one of the next battle- 
grounds to energize that younger 
generation to vote — or even run 


for office. 

“Young voters are more likely 
to turn out when there’s people 
like them on the ballot,’ said Oliv- 
ia Bercow, aspokeswoman for the 
group NextGen America. “Young 
and diverse and talking about is- 
sues they care about.” 

NextGen was founded by bil- 
lionaire Tom Steyer, who also has 
funded TV ads and billboards 
pushing for President Donald 
Trump’s impeachment. The 


group is also one of several prog- 
ressive organizations focused on 
turning out young voters, includ- 
ing Flippable, MobilizeAmerica 
and Run For Something. 

Turnout in the Nov. 7 election 
in Virginia among 18- to 29- 
year-olds, Bercow said, was up 10 
percent from 2013. Those young 
voters came to the polls, she and 
others said, in part because of

City’s west side likely 
to boom, mayor says

Florida Hospital will open 
its newest medical campus 
next month and, with it, most 
likely the doors to an econo- 
mic boom on the west side of 
Apopka. 

“The hospital is going to be 
a magnet for economic devel- 
opment,’ Apopka Mayor Joe 
Kilsheimer said during a pre- 
view tour of the new seven- 
story Florida Hospital 
Apopka on Ocoee-Apopka 
Road. 

Situated near State Road 
429, the $203 million hospital 
— replacing the current aging 
hospital on North Park Ave- 
nue — will bring new medical 
services to Apopka and trans- 
form the way outsiders think 
of the city, the mayor said. 

It also figures to change the 
surrounding acres.
